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RUGGED MODERN LIVING 
Illogical as it may seem, the average western steer 
probably has less chance to survive a really bad blizzard 
today than his counterparts had back in the rugged 1880s 
when, according to old-timers, the shortgrass country ex­ 
perienced some of its worst storms. 
Today human habitations, barns and shelters are 
closer together than they were 50 or 60 years ago. Today 
airplanes can skim over snow-boggeU ranges and fields 
and drop hay to marooned livestock. 
But the menace to livestock today is a man-made de­ 
vice, known as a fence. Before the rangeland was fenced, 
cattle sometimes would drift hundreds of miles with a 
blizzard at their backs and still survive. 
By keeping on the move they kept their blood circu­ 
lating. If they came across ridges where wind had swept 
the snow from the dry priarie grass, they could nibble 
enough as they wont along to keep in surprisingly good 
condition. 
Dr, B. F. Davis, who knew many of the pioneer Wyom­ 
ing stockmen, says it was not uncommon for cattle to 
drift way down into Nebraska from well up in Wyoming. 
But when cattle, caught in a blizzard, find their way 
blocked by a fence, they huddle together. Often snow cov­ 
ers them completely. Often they suffocate. Snow and ice 
sometimes stop their nostrils with icicles. It they stand 
still in biting cold for any length of time, they are goners. 
The old-time rancher, unless he was a tenderfoot, 
would stay indoors when a blizzard struck, knowing the 
cattle could get along better without his help than they 
could with it. The modern rancher, however, knowing his 
cattle are likely to bunch up against a fence, frequently 
ventures out in the hope of keeping the animals moving 
and may freeze to death himself for his effort. 
The fence is an evidece of development, of advancing 
civilization, of rnan-rnado orderliness—but it is not an un­ 
mixed blessing.

Dr. Royal J. Haskell, plant pathologist of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, says that plant diseases liarn- 
tge crops to the extent ot $2,000,000,000 a year, that is 
0 be compared with about 30 billions as the annual value 
>f all crops. W hoever the farmer’s margin of profit is 
dim, the cut taken out by disease is a serious matter. 
It is a wonder that any crops at all can survive all 
he rots, molds, smuts, blights—not to include the darn- 
ige done by insect and animal pests—when it is revealed 
hat the diseases alone number 50,000. The natural hardi- 
mod of plants must now be aided as far as possible by 
nan’s development of chemicals for the farmers to use 
urainst the enemy horde. Dr. Haskell paid tribute to Dr. 
Morris S. Kharasch, chemistry professor at the I m ver­ 
ity of Chicago, who had led development of alkyl mer­ 
curial compounds used in treating seeds. 
Perhaps it was the horrible number of plant diseases 
1 hat bemused James Thurber into writing his famous 
story of Uncle Zenas, who died of the chestnut blight. No- 
bodv had ever caught the chestnut blight'before, but any­ 
thing can happen in a Thurber story; I ncle Zenas caught 
it and philosophically died. 
There is no need to worry about catching that disease, 
or even the angular leaf spot which hurts a cotton plant. 
But it is comforting to know that it the scientists can 
help it, man will not starve or lack clothing because of un­ 
controlled plant diseases.

ihe 
course of history had it succeeded.

so doing 
m ight have forestalled all of them . 
The im portant thing about the 
new "council of E urope” is Its de­ 
finitive and com plete character. 
These both are em phasized by 
dual n atu re of its com position.

Anyone is eligible 
who is now teaching in Lawrence 
county and possesses a valid teach­ 
ing certificate in Pennsylvania.

Application Is Made. 
Applications may be submitted 
in two ways: (a) Each teachers’ pro­ 
fessional organization, such as the 
city and county branches of the 
Pennsylvania State Education as­ 
sociation in Lawrence county may 
nominate teachers for the fellow­ 
ship by filling in application blanks 
available in a few days from the 
chairman of the Selection commit­ 
tee, fb' Or any teacher may fill in 
an application blank In either case 
it must be returned to the Selec­ 
tion committee.

Governor Asks $21.410.000 Fund 
Allocation For Pennsylvania 
State Police 


HARRISBURG. Feb 1.—(INS)— 
Gov. Jam es H. Duff today asked 
the general assembly for a $21.440,- 
000 allocation for the Pennsylvania 
state police. 
Tiie sum includes $4.000.000 for 
adding 400 more men to the 1,600- 
ffian police force 
Duff said the 
additional men were necessary to 
bring about g r e a t e r safely on the 
highways and th at the present force 
of state policemen is inadequate 
The governor recommended $15,- 
640,000. including the $4.000.000 
for extra policemen, be paid from 
the motor license fund and the re­ 
maining $5.800,000 be carried by 
the general fund. 
The police budge* for the b ien ­ 
nium June 1 
1949 to May 31, 1951 
of $21.440.000 compares to $13.- 
000.000 for the present two y ear 
period ending May 31. 
A break-down of the budge 
ures shows that if the police fore: 
was m aintained at present strength 
the governor's request would still 
be $2 440.000 above the rate for 
the present biennium 
“The state police with its present 
force will req u ire a considerable 
increase in appropriation due to 
the general salary increases d u r ­ 
ing this administration and increase 
in other costs.” Duff declared.

French Reaction

Double Game Of Stalin And Molo­ 
tov Is Seen By Press 
Of Paris 


PARIS. Feb. 1.— (INS)—French 
newspapers speculated today on the 
significance of Soviet Prem ier Stal­ 
in ’s 
statem ent 
to 
International 
News Service, with general agree­ 
m ent that his words m ust first be 
backed by deeds before they can be 
accepted. 
One commentator. Foreign Af­ 
fairs Expert Pertinax, drew the in­ 
ference that Stalin’s policy on lift­ 
ing the Berlin blofTtade has hard­ 
ened. 
Pertinax based this view on Stal­ 
in ’s declaration that establishment 
of a west German state must be 
delayed before the blockade can be 
lifted. 
He said this is the first 
tim e Russia has made such a de­ 
mand formally. 
The newspaper Paris-Presse con- 


trasted Stalin’s soft speaking reply 
to INS European G eneral Manager 
Kingsbury Smith’s questions with 
the fierce accusations against the 
west launched recently by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov. 
This led Paris-Presse to conclude 
that Stalin is “once again playing 
the role of a benevolent concilia­ 
tor, while Molotov or the services 
he directs maintain their tradition­ 
al role as realistic negotiators.”

The only living ex-president in­ 
sisted that, over a period of tim e, 
“billions of dollars” could be saved 
by an orderly reshuffling of the 
sprawling mass of 1.800 govern­ 
ment agencies and bureaus. 
Blames Poor Organization 
Hoover blamed the poor organi­ 
zation of the government for high 
costs. 
Asked if he thought that 
government costs of today are too 
high, he replied:

lishment as he sees fit. subject to 
a veto by congress within 60 days 
of each reorganization plan. 
In stressing the need for sav­ 
ings in government, he said:

taxation.” 
He declined to enlarge on the 
point. 
In reply to questions ay re­ 
porters, he replied that the subject 
under consideration was “govern­ 
ment 
reorganization rather than 
taxation”. 
Hopeless In Way of Economy 
The form er president branded 
the present form of the govern­ 
ment as “hopeless in the way of 
economy". He said that, to achieve 
economies, the government would 
have to be revamped in an orderly 
pattern. 
Declaring that “the situation has 
become intolerable", he said that 
“one of the greatest causes of waste 
and inefficiency is the power in the 
hands of subordinate officials”. To 
correct this situation, he declared: 
“A line of authority must be 
established reaching from the pres­ 
ident down to the last employee." 
Hoover declared that the first 
step in reorganizing the executive 
branch of the government must be 
to empower President Truman to 
carry out 
changes on 
his ov. n 
initiative. 
Before House Committee 
Hoover, who is serving as head of 
the bipartisan commission on re­ 
organizing executive agencies, testi­ 
fied before the house expenditures 
committee which is considering a 
bill restoring presidential author­ 
ity to order consolidations 
and 
elimination of bureaus. 
The form er chief executive told 
the house group that recommenda­ 
tions to be made by his commission 
would supplem ent the changes initi­ 
ated by the president. 
The proposed measure would en­ 
able the president to reorganize 
agencies by executive order which 
if not rejected by both the senate 
and house within 60 days would 
become effective as law. 
Hoover ; 
commented: 
“This is no creation of dictatorial 
powers. This bill proposes that the 
president take the initiative and 


propose plans for the redistribu­ 
tion of executive agencies to the 
congress and that congress reserve 
a veto power over such plans that 
he may propose. 
The sole pur­ 
poses are to reduce expenses, gain 
efficiency and make life easier for 
the citizen in his dealings with the 
government.” 
He declared that congressional 
action will be required for some 
reorganiaztion 
measures 
because 
“aside from multiplicity and over­ 
lap in these agencies, their officials 
are, like Gulliver, enmeshed by 
thousands of strands red tape 
which paralyzes the best of them. ’ 
He recommended, that the presi­ 
dent be given authority to strip 
executive 
functions 
from 
quasi- 
judicial agencies such as the fed­ 
eral trade commission, the m ari­ 
time 
commission, 
the 
interstate 
commerce commission and similar 
groups. 
Congressional leaders have ad­ 
vocated that such agencies be ex­ 
empt under the proposed act.

Abolish 2,500 Jobs 
In Shakeup In V.A. 


Reduction Made To Cut Red Tape 
And Increase Efficiency, It 
Is Announced 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(INS) 
—The Veterans Administration on 
Monday shook up its adm inistra­ 
tive system and abolished 2.500 
jobs in the field service. 
The agency said the personnel 
reduction will save $10,000.000 an­ 
nually. 
Veterans A dm inistrator Carl R. 
Gray. Jr., said the reduction is 
designed to cut red tape, increase 
efficiency, and save money. 
Affected are 13 VA branch of­ 
fices in major cities which are to 
be redesignated as district offices 
and whose functions will be sharp­ 
ly curtailed. 
Th se offices originally held su­ 
pervisory control over the regional 
offices 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Gray said that today, when his 
order goes into effect, the branch 
offices will only have control over 
national service life insurance and 
death claims transactions. 
To Increase Efficiency 
Regional offices will now be per­ 
m itted 
to communicate directly 
with Washington on other veterans 
m atters. Gray declared: 
“I believe this will increase ef­ 
ficiency in operations, avoid the 
overlapping of responsibilities, and 
make it possible to utilize person­ 


nel more economically now that 
we have reached a leveling off 
point in our operations.” 
VA offices affected by Gray s 
action are located in Boston; New 
York City; Philadelphia; Columbus. 
Ohio; 
Chicago; 
Denver; 
M inne­ 
apolis; San Francisco; Seattle; Dal­ 
las; Richmond, Va.; St. Louis and 
Atlanta. 
Gray said the complete reduction 
will be accomplished by July 1 and 
said that many of the persons who 
lose their jobs will be absorbed in 
other VA operations. 
As part of a general economy 
drive. Gray last month halted the 
construction of 24 proposed hos­ 
pitals and reduced the size of 14 
others. The VA said this action was 
calculated to save approximately 
$288.000.000.

Brien McMahon <D) Conn., chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy com­ 
mittee.

should be published is "a trem en­ 
dously im portant issue." 
He said he himself does not 
know if the U. S. has "five bombs 
or fifty bombs or five hundred 
bombs.” 
The Senator told the Economic 


Club of' Detroit that he himself 
has not yet decided if the inform a­ 
tion should be made public. He 
said that the problem was weighted 
heavily on his mind and that it will 
cause the committee “more anxious 
concern than any other.” 
Talking About Number 
McMahon emphasized that he 
was not talking about publication 
| of technical knowledge about the 
bomb, but about the num ber of 
bombs now in the country’s atom­ 
ic storehouses. He asserted: 
“ Perhaps our military need- ab­ 
solutely dictate that atomic pro­ 
duction figuras be kept secret. 
"But if such is the case . . . we 
are taking a calculated risk. We 
are risking the tested, traditional 
principles of free and constitution- 
, al government. In my opinion we 


must be sure 
that we take the 
risk with our eyes open." 
The senator said that “Congress 
has only a most general idea of 
what the atomic package contains.” 
He added: 
“So far as atomic energy Is con­ 
cerned. Congress simply lacks suf­ 
ficient knowledge upon which to 
discharge its own constitutional 
duties.”
